Was there ever a time when you doubted God? Maybe you really wanted something, and you prayed and 
prayed for it...but your prayer was never answered. Or maybe you asked God to do something, and when 
He didn't, you felt sad or even angry at Him. We've all felt like we were waiting for God and that He might 
have forgotten us—but He hasn't.

2. How did Lazarus, Mary, and Martha experience hope in today's Bible story? 


Jesus wants you to know He's always with you, but sometimes we can forget that. We start to feel far 
from Him. This might be because we doubt Him, or other times it's because we think we've done too 
many bad things to deserve a friend like Him. If you feel like this, it might be time to rededicate your life 
to Jesus. This means we say a prayer together, promising Jesus, AGAIN, that we will always live for Him. 

If you've decided today to rededicate yourself to Jesus, read this prayer out loud: 


Jesus, I love you. I'm sorry for the times I doubted you and chose not to trust you. I believe you 
can do anything, so I ask you to give me hope. When I'm scared, lonely, sad, or frustrated, I will 
remember you're with me. Please keep the enemy from causing me to doubt you. I will live for 
you forever. In Jesus' name. Amen.
